KING'S RECEPTION TODAY. 


Belgrade, June 24—After years of ex- 


ile a Kara-Georgevitch is again king 
of Servia. 


King Peter I. arrived'in Belgrade this 


morning and was greeted, with all the 
acclaim a mercurial populace can ren- 
der a new rater. His majesty arrived 
at Semlin, on the Hungarian frontier 
at 10:30 and was met.ther& and wel- 
"comed by the members of the cabinet, 
the city authorities, the high officials 
of the provisional government, a guard 
of honor, the presidents of the various 
tribunals iand most of the diplomatic 
representatives in Belgrade. The gov- 
ernment officials after going through 
th'e old'eastem custom of handing the 
king bread and salt, started for the city 
amid a wild secene of enthusaisin. 


Far different from 
his departure 


froiri Servia was the new king's tri- 
"umphal return. He left in disgrace, an 
exile from his native land; he return- 
ed th'e choice of the people, the ob- 
ject of their love and reverence. His 
departure was in silence and secret. 
His return was with the blare of trum- 


pets, the playing of bands and, the 
cheers of the multitudes. 


- The city was in festival spirits. An 


enthusiastic 
crowd of 
over '100,000 


persons filled the streets and the king's 
drive from the station to the palace 
was one continuous ovation. A pret- 
ty incident was the presenting of flow- 
ers to his majesty. All along the route 
school girls had stationed themselves 
and as the king drove by they almost 
buried him in fragrant bouqets. Fes- 
tivities of all kinds have been arrang- 
ed for the-rest of the week, beginning 
with an immense torchlight procession 
tonight. His majesty will take the oath 
of office as king before the skuptschi- 
na tomorrow. The first foreign rep- 
resentative to be presented to the new 
king was the Russian ambassador, who 
was presented by tne premier. 
The 


Ru&sian then presented his Austiian 
colleabue. 


A noticeable feature of the reception 


to the king-at the palace was the ab- 
sence of many of the diplomatic repre- 
sentatives. The Dutch, Turkish, Eng- 
lish and French ministers left the city 
entirely, while the German and Ital- 
ian representatives kept away from 
the ceremony. The absence of the Ital- 
ian minister has caused considerable 
comment as it was generally supposed 
that the Italian government was most 
frendly toward the new sovereign.

Hold Mob Back—Determined Stand of Authorities 


Awed Crowd That Would Lynch a 


Negro in Illinois. 


Peoria, 111., June 24—Detective Wm. 


E. Murphy was killed by "Billy" Me- 
Ray, a negro desperado, whom he was 
attempting to arrest at the corner of 
.Water and Eaton streets, about 10 
•o'clock' last night. 
Murphy, armed 


with a Warrant for McRay on tho 
charge-of burglary approached the ne- 
gro, who Was standing on the corner, 
and infoYmed 'him that he was under 
arrest. Without a moment's warning 
MeRay drew a revolver and shot tlie

Miss Annie S. Peck is a nervy little 


American woman uf lofly ambitions. 
She also holds the world's record, for 
women at least, as a mountain climber. 
Not satisfied with climbing the highest 
mountain in North America, Mount 
Orizaba in Mexico, she is now going to 
try to scale the highest mountain In 
South America, Mount Sorata, says the 
Boston Globe. 


Miss Peck arrived in Boston recently 


from New York and is completing ar- 
rangements for her expedition to South 
America, which will leave New York 
June 1C. The expedition will consist 
of herself, Dr. W. 6. Tight of the Uni- 
versity of New Mexico and two Swiss 
guides. One of them is the famous 
Antoine Maquignaz. 


In a conversation with Miss Peck she 


said she had climted the Matterhorn 
and several other mountains in Europe. 
Mount Orizaba, Mount Popocatepetl 
and Mount Toluca in Mexico, Mount 
Shasta in Washington, Clouds Rest in 
the Yosemite, and she makes the as- 
tounding statement that she crossed 
the Presidential range in the White 
mountains in one day. 


The task which she has set herself 


this time, however, promises to eclipse 
all of her former efforts in mountain 
climbing. She proposes to scale Mount 
Sorata in Bolivia, which is said to be 
25,000 feet above sea level, making It 
the highest peak on the American con- 
tinent so far discovered. 


Miss Peek says Professor Pickering 


of Harvard, who established the as- 
tronomical observatory at Arequipa, 
Peru, which is about 200 miles from 
Mount Sorata, believes the mountain 
to be 25,000 feet high, although the 
mountain has never been triangulated 
or measured. Sir Martin Conway, a fa- 
mous English mountain climber, at- 
tempted to reach the summit of Sorata 
several years ago, but failed. Miss 
Peck feels confident that she will suc- 
ceed, as the season will be more favor- 
able when she will attempt it than 
when Sir Martin Conway attempted It. 
She will undertake it in the dry season, 
while be made his attempt during the 
wet season. 


Miss Peck expects to arrive at Mol- 


lendo. a Peruvian port, by July 11.

FLOODS AND IRRIGATION. 


Plan to Pre-wenl thv Former and Alrt 


the I-atter. 


The floods that have been devastat- 


ing, large sections of the west and 
southwest have engaged the attention 
of government offi'nils at Washington 
who are in charge of the reclamation 
policy authorized by the recent irriga- 
tion law passed to congress, says the 
New York Times. It is likely that the 
Icope of the irrigation policy of the 
government will Include the purpose to 
prevent if possible the recurrence of 
floods in the Missouri and Missi 
valleys. Storage reservoirs not only at 
the head waters of the large streams, 
but lower down, where extensive areas 
of rain drainage continually swell the 
flood of water volume in the rhcrs. 
have been suggested as a means that 
would be effective! 


"A feature of ''this flood storage," 


said Guy Mitchell, secretary of the 
National Irrigation association, recent- 
ly, ''which • wouldj.jindoubtedly accom- 
plish the desiredVqpilt may be termed 
'secondary storage/ The storage prop- 
osition applied to the Missouri raid its 
great tributaries involves the question 
of the irrigation of ,the vast arid do-. 
•main through which these rivers flow. 
Reservoirs, it is estimated, would re- j 
claim as much as 35.CKJU.OOO acres of 
present desert land. The principal sea- 
son of growing crops fur this area 
would be April, May, June, July and 
August, and the reason the lands are 
not irrigated nt present is that, while 
there is plenty of water in the first 
three months, during July and August, 
when water is absolutely necessary to 
mature tho crops, these streams are 
mere threads By means of canals and 
ditches almost incfilctilnble quantities 
of the flood waters coming down dur- 
ng April, May and June, which can- 
not be stored in the reservoirs, would 
)e taken out of the rivers and spread 
on this land, which would take it up 
ike a sponge. 
"Under such a system of irrigation 


:he effect would be: the same as though 
t had been possible the other week to 
spread out the A'rcat flood of the Mi.s- 
'onri, the Arkansas and the Tlatte and 
rrigate millions of acres of farming 
and in Wyominir, Colorado, Kansas, 
Nebraska and the Dakotas, thus rcduc- 
ng the flow of the lower reaches of the 
Missouri to below the danger point. 
"The combined volume of the water 
mpounded in storage reservoirs at the 
lead waters of tii'-se great rivers and 
heir tributaries and that contained in 
a network of hundreds of miles of irri- 
gation cannls and ditches, coupled with 
that absorbed by millions of acres of 
arid land, would have gone a long way

Uvaultn of Experiment* 


by Deiiartiuvut of Agriculture. 


AV. II. Itagun. the special agent of the 


department of agriculture in charge 
of the experiments In the cold storage 
of fruits, reports ou the progress of the 
last year that bome prevalent opinions 
have uot hwn borne out by the investi- 
gations, says the New York Post's 
Washington correspondent. 
The im- 


pression, for instance, that cold storage 
fruit decays quickly after exposure to 
outside conditions bus not proved true 
when the fruit was stored in proper 
condition aud maintained in a low tem- 
perature, say 32 degrees. If the stor- 
age temperature is mtich higher th:;n 
this the process of ripening goes on, 
und \\lieu uie iruit is bruughl out it 
soon spoils. Even well colored yet still 
hard peaches, when placed in cold stor- 
age at a temperature of ,'!2 degrees im- 
mediately after being taken from the 
trees, came out after four weeks in 
fairly good marketable condition and 
remained so for a period of four days. 
Imperfect and poorly colored speci- 
mens, however, soon failed on ex- 
posure. 


The temperature of a cold storage 


warehouse, he adds, should be uuiforu 
throughout. The f mil should be placod 
in it immediately after being ttikt n 
from the tree. A delay of a few liou:-s 
or a few days, especially in hot weath- 
er, will result in serious loss. Pears 
should be picked at early maturity, but 
apples keep best when well matured 
and colored on the tree, but still harj. 
Small packages, say about fifty pounds, 
are better than larger ones. This ia 
especially true of pears. The veutlhi- 
tiou of barrels and la%ge packages is 
essential to the Quick ripening fruits. 
Wrapping prolongs the keeping of 
fruit, double wrappers being better 
than single ones. The inner wrapper 
mny be made of porous paper, like un- 
priuted news paper, the outer of paraf- 
fin paper.
